‘August Car Sales in Key Cities 


NEW AUTOMOTIVE PEAK IN 33; Show Seasonal Downward Trend 


ORONTO, Canada, Sept. 3.—‘“‘More confidence in the 

business future is warranted today than was justified 
in the early part of this year.” This is the encouraging 
conclusion of H. A. Brown, vice-president and general man- 
ager of General Motors of Canada, Ltd., discussing the auto- 
motive situation, following the motor show at the Canadian 
* National Exhibition. 


“There is no reason,” he said, “for 
us to change our views on the fact 
that the long term trend of business 
in United States and Canada is still 
upward. 

“In making this statement, we 
feel that there is every reason why 
conservatism and caution should be 
maintained in the operation of busi- 
ness, and while commodity prices 
remain low, and many factors con- 
tinue to be unfavorable to extreme 
prosperity, we still feel that there is 
an ever increasing public demand 
for products that appeal to the eye 
and impress the customer with 
sound value. 

“There has been, I notice, no de- 
cline in the consumption of gaso- 
line, and it is, therefore, safe to 
assume that automobiles are being 
used today just as much as during 
the peak month of 1929; which 
means that motor cars are being 
worn out, and will ultimately have 
to be replaced.

Youngstown, O., Sept. 3.—Because 
of the lower prices for sheets pre- 
vailing during July and August, 
steel workers in various sheet and 
tin plate mills throughout the coun- 
try have been reduced 3 per cent.

HAT hardy perennial, Bill Hughson, Ford dealer in San 

Francisco since 1903 and just about the last word in 
automobile activities around the Golden Gate, sends me a

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Cumbersome Economics 


- the period of depression through which we have been 
passing and, worse luck, still are in, any honest observer 
must have been struck with the cumbersomeness, the lack of 
mobility of our whole economic system. There is a total lack 
of synchronization among the factors that go to make up 
the system. 

Among the factors that must be considered in any broad 
view of the financial system of a country, or of the world for 
that matter, are industry, sales, wholesale and retail, wages 
and rents. But we never have managed to create synchro- 
nization among these factors. In the present depression, 
industry slumped, carrying sales with it, yet wages and 
rentals delayed long after the decrease in production and 
distribution. 

In the past it has been the experience that when a 
country is recovering from a period of depression industry 
and sales run far ahead of wages. Rentals show a pretty 
rapid adjustment to business revivals. The fact that wages 
lag so far behind business recovery is one reason why labor 
fights so strongly for maintenance of wage scales. 

Theoretically all factors in the economic system follow 
the general trend. Eventually, of course, they do, but their 
movements lack synchronization. They move after the fash- 
ion of a railway train that is backing and pulling ahead, in a 
series of jerks that give acute discomfort to the passengers. 
Some genius of finance in its broadest sense can earn undying 
fame by perfecting a method of synchronizing all the factors 


in the general economic system. 

What made us think of all this is the fact that General 
Motors has voluntarily reduced rentals to its tenants in the 
great home office in Detroit by an even 10 per cent. Presi- 
dent Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., says that the reduction was made 
as a necessary adjustment to bring the tenants in line with 
what the company believes to be a different order of things. 
He holds that we must not judge matters now by the stand- 
ards of 1929, but must form a new set of standards. 

In good truth, conditions have already formed a new set 
of standards, which apply today to industry and business and 
rentals and wages, whether we acknowledge the fact or not. 


The Dollar Today 


ROM a recent bulletin of the Investors Syndicate of Min- 
neapolis, we learn that the dollar today will buy $1.53 
worth of clothing, in comparison with the purchasing power 
of the dollar of 1926. Furthermore, it will bring us $1.38 
worth of foodstuffs compared with the unit of 1926 and is 
good for $1.72 in payment of electric light bills. If we want 
to build a home the dollar is worth $1.29 in comparison with 
the 1926 unit, and when it comes to putting tires on the family 
car, why, today’s dollar equals $2.19 in comparison with its 
brother of five years back. 

The bulletin did not touch upon the automotive dollar, 
but we fancy that unit of purchasing power would compare 
favorably with the clothing dollar, the lighting dollar, the 
foodstuff dollar or any other. 

Furthermore, in comparing the purchasing price of the 
automotive dollar today with that of the 1926 unit, we 
would have to remember that this is an investment dollar. 
Money spent on food and clothing, on lighting or heating is 
of immediate value, indeed, of instant need. But the automo- 
tive dollar is an investment in something that will remain in 
the service of the buyer for six years or more. In its invest- 
ment characteristics the automotive dollar more nearly 
resembles the home building dollar than any other. 

And if there ever was a time for making investments, 
it is now.

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The Progress of Autogiro 
Development 


The following is an abstract of a 
paper presented at the twentieth 
national aeronautic mecting of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers, 
now in session at Cleveland, O., by 
A. M. Larsen, chief engineer, Auto- 
giro Company of America: 

The autogiro made its first public 
appearance in America two years 
ago, and was presented at a nation- 
al air race last year in Chicago, 
where they were demonstrated after 
flying from the factory. 

Because there was no precedent 
for licensing and granting engineer- 
ing approval for the autogiro, a 
thorough plan of co-cperation was 
necessary in order to find satis- 
factory ways and means of meeting 
the situation. Numerous confer- 
ences were held between representa- 
tives of the Autogiro Company and 
the Department of Commerce. As a 
result, an engineer from the gov- 
ernment department was assigned 
to familiarize himself with the 
fundamental theory of the autogiro 
and its engineering. 

Since the approved type certifi- 
cate was issued, a total of thirty- 
five or forty will have been de- 
livered, with twenty-five or fifty of 
the Kellett Aircraft Company 
production, with a like number of| 
Pitcairn machines in process. At 
the present time, the Buhl Aircraft 
Company is making rapid progress 
on its first autogiro venture. 


Many changes have been intro- 
duced in the development of the 
autogiro. Of outstanding import- 


ance is the progress which has been 
made in‘the simplification of the 
rotor hubs, blades and _ starting 
units. 

Another significant step in the 
development of the autogiro was the 
evolution of a satisfactory form of 
hydraulic shock absorber or damp- 
ing device, similar to that of a small 
automobile shock absorber. This 
unit is built into the individual 
blades of the rotor and assisted 
materially in damping the move- 
ments of the individual blades, and 
has proven to be a far more satis- 


factory solution of this problem 
than the small friction dampers | 
which were in use on the blades 
previously. 


A simple solution of the problem 
of suitable installation of the sus- 
pension cables which support the 
autogiro blades was found in intro- 
ducing tension into these cables to 
prevent cable failures. 

In the manufacture of the rotor 
blades, very rapid progress has been 
made to effect savings in produc- 
tion costs, and rotor blades of steel 
skeleton construction, completely 
fabricated by electric spot welding, 
have been constructed, statically 
tested, and flown continuously on 
one or two ships, for the purpose of 
demonstrating the practicabflity of 
this form of construction for future 
use in prodvction. 

Along with these practical devel- 
opments and improvements in de- 
tails, it must be mentioned that in- 
creased controllability at low flying 
speeds has been effected by consid- 
erable attention to this problem. 
While these practical improvements 
in details were being effected, many 
problems in fundamental autogiro 
engineering were being studied from 
the broader experience now avail- 
able in the somewhat wider variety 
of designs. 

Thus, the aerodynamic relation- 
ships existing in the three or four 
widely different combinations of 
rotor and fixed wing were studied 
assiduously from the following 
points of view: (1) The distribution 
of lift between the rotor and fixed 
wing; (2) the influence of aspect 
ratio of the fixed wing on autogiro 
efficiency; (3) the effect of area 
profile and setting of the fixed wing 
on rotor efficiency and its rotational 
speeds; (4) the study of the lift or 
thrust vectors on the rotor through 
a wide range of speeds; (5) the 
effect of lateral inclination or offset 
of the rotor axis on the stability of 
the autogiro; (6) the effectiveness 
of upturned tips of fixed wings of 
various dimensions and distances on 
lateral stability, and, more recently, 
(71) a thorough study of longitudinal 


in | 


balance and stability of these vari- 
ous types of autogiros in order to 
determine the permissible travel of 
the center of gravity without im- 
pairing the satisfactory behavior of 
the autogiro in its various slow for- 
ward speeds, or nearly vertical de- 
scents, and at the same time have 
the proper degree of longitudinal 
stability at high speed. In this study, 
the effect of the center gravity loca- 
tion, the center of rotation of the 
rotor, the location of the fixed wing 
and its area, the location of the 
tail and its area, the position of the 
motor thrust and its inclination 
were all analyzed empirically and 
have resulted in satisfactory coeffi- 
cient and factors governing each of 
these complex variables in indi- 
vidual autogiro designs. Thus, the 
fixed wing and tail area stabilizing 
coefficients have been derived, 
proper control area coefficients have 
been derived, all of which work 
toward the production of autogiros 
| with behavior of infinitely better 
performance and control. 


These characteristics, together 
with the high degree of safety which 
exists in the autogiro, are rapidly 
rendering it not only the safe air- 
craft that it has always been, but 
|} an aircraft of wider utility. 

Some instances of the wide util- 
ity to which these autogiros have 
been placed may be gathered from 


records. 

The first commercial 
sold in America has been used by 
the Detroit News for the purpose of 


ters inaccessible to the ordinary 
airplane. Over three hundred hours 
have been flown in this service. 

The Standard Oil Company of 
New York has utilized its auto- 
giro Socony for advertising pur- 
poses for over 300 hours. 

Other uses of the autogiro were 
cited, including experimentation on 
a new shielded spark plug by the 
Champion Spark Plug Company, 
test of a controllable pitch pro- 
peller in conjunction with a junior 
giro by Pratt & Whitney Aircraft 
Corporation, fleet spotting by the 
navy and a study of flight charac- 
teristics by the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics. 

The author concluded that the use 
of the autogiro in diversified fields 
has taken it out of the experimental 
stage and it is now a serious manu- 
facturing proposition, with the sale 
of three approved models taking 
place daily awaiting the addition of 
many new _types as yet untouched.

GEARS LAPPED 
AND MATED 


Gear Works, 
Ind. has announced 
that every set of Double Diamond 
drive and pinion gears is being 
lapped as well as mated. These 
gear sets are available fcr all makes 
of cars and trucks. 

The lapping process achieves the 
smoothness of contacting tooth sur- 
faces which formerly was attempted 
but only partially attained by 
burnishing the pinion. Lapping 
represents a distinct advance over 
the practice of burnishing pinions 
in several respects. Lapping is the 
only process which creates a 
smoothness of contacting tooth sur- 
faces on both drive gea: and pinion. 
Furthermore, because gears are 
lapped after hardening (whereas 
pinions are burnished before hard- 
ening), the lapping operation re- 
moves the surface imperfections 
caused by the carburizing process of 
heat treatment, as well as all evi- 
dence of tool marks. 

In lapping, 
are first checked on a Gleason 
mating machine for proper tooth 
bearing. They are then mounted 
on a Gleason lapping machine and 
run together under load with a 
mixture of mild abrasive and oil.

The makes of cars whose regis- 
tration in August just ended showed 
an increase over the corresponding 
month of last year, were: Auburn, 
Chevrolet, De Soto, Dodge, Lincoln, 
Oldsmobile, Pierce-Arrow, Plymouth 
Pontiac and Willys. 

Sales of new passenger automo-

HE average life of a motor vehicle in Great Britain is 

now seven and three-quarter years. While motor cars 
and taxis have increased by nearly 300,000, the proportion of 
street accidents attributable to these vehicles has decreased 
by 1.6 per cent. The United Kingdom still pays the highest 
taxes in the world: $135 per vehicle per annum, as against 
$32 in the United States. Production in 1930 was 61 per 
cent. higher than in 1924. Employment in the motor trade 
in 1930 was 8.9 per cent. higher than in 1924. There has 
been a favorable balance in overseas trade of all motor 
products since 1926. The British Empire owns 11.3 per 
cent. of the total vehicles in the world. There are 29.8 per- 
sons to every motor vehicle in the United Kingdom 
and 4.6 persons to every motor vehicle in United States.— 
Engineer (England).

Exceed Year Ago by 23% 


EW YORK, Sept. 3.—Dealers rep- 

resenting the four divisions of 
the Chrysler Corporation in July de- 
livered at retail in the domestic 
market 23 per cent. more new pas- 
senger:cars than in the correspond- 
ing month of last year, according to 
the Automotive Daily News’ regis- 
tration statistics. 

The July total for the various 
Chrysler units was 29,181, as against 
23,653 in July, 1930. The sharp up- 
turn in Plymouth sales accounted 
for the entire gain, the other three 
Chrysler units showing slight de- 
clines from a year ago. 


Registrations of new Plymouth 
cars in July totaled 14,599, as 
against 8,098 in the corresponding 
month of 1930, an increase of 80 
per cent. For the first seven months 
of this year, Plymouth retail sales, 
as measured by the actual registra- 
tions, amounted to 34,363, as against 
41,833 in the like period of 1930, off 
17.8 per cent. 

Combined registrations of the four 
Chrysler units in the first seven 
months of this year were 131,695, as 
compared with 159,328 in the cor- 
responding period of last year, a de- 
cline of 17 per cent. 

Registrations of cars bearing the 
Chrysler name in July totaled 5,892, 
as against 6,160 in July, 1930, a fall- 


ing off of only 4.3 per cent. Chrys- 
ler retail sales in the first seven 
months were 38,045, as compared 
with 2,556 a year ago, off 140.6 per 
cent. It is apparent, therefore, that 
the showing by the Chrysler unit in 
July in relation to last year was bet- 
ter than in the earlier months of 
the year. 

De Soto registrations in July were 
3,350, as against 3,640 a year ago, off 
79 per cent. The seven months’ 
total for this car was 19,184, as com- 
pared with 26,747 a year ago, off 28 
per cent. De Soto also showed im- 
provement in July irr relation to a 
year ago over the preceding month. 

Registrations of new Dodge pas- 
senger cars in July amounted to 
5,340, as compared with 5,764 a year 
ago, a decline of only 7.3 per cent. 
The total of this car for the first 
seven months of the year was 40,103, 
as against 48,192 a year ago, off 16 
per cent. This July showing was an 
improvement for Dodge over the 
rate of decline in the earlier months. 

Sales of the combined Chrysler 
units in July accounted for 15 per 
cent. of the total sales of all cars, 
as against 9.3 per cent. in July of 
last year. For the first seven 
months of the year sales of these 
cars accounted for 9.5 per cent. of 
the total, as against 8.4 per cent. in 
the like period of 1930.
